Kainey 
Harper, LL.D, president ot the 
University of Chicago since its 
incept ion in 1891, regarded by 
many an the foremost Hebrew scholar 
in America, died today of cancer ol the 
intestines at Ids home on tho university 
campus. Although his death was known 
to be inevitable within a comparatively 
short time, the end of his life due lu 
phyelcu) exhaustion, came quite sudden- 
ly, lie was lit years old. 

Three years ago Dr. Harper under- 
went an operation for appendicitis. 
Cancerous symptoms followed the oper- 
ation, and iii Februar 
icided upi 

rere abdominal pains. Dr 
■atuc from Now York cx- 
sly for the purpose of performing 
operation. 
It was decided that Dr. Harper was 
suffering from a cancer nt the head of 
the large intestine, and that the malady 
had progressed so far that nu operation 
to remove it would lie fatal to the pa- 
tient The surgeons decided that the 
only hope of Dr. Harper lay in medical 
measures. In a short time lie left the 
hospital, knowing that 

His Disease Could Not Be Cured 
and that his death must ensue within a 
very short time. 

Dr. Harper left a statement outlining 
his wishes for the ceremony of his 
funeral. A detail which he emphasized 
both in writing and in person, was that 
no regular university exercise should he 
suspended except (luring the hours of 
the funeral service. 

Tiie body will remain in charge of 
the family until Saturday. It will then 
lie carried across the campus to Has- 
kell assembly hall, in the university 
grounds, escorted by the university band 
ami the council acting us pall-hearers. 
The body will lie in state in Haskell 
hall until Sunday after midrdoy under 
a guard of honor composed of students 
of the university. The funeral services 
will he held in Maudell hall at the uni- 
versity on Sunday afternoon at 2 
o'clock. As part of the exercises, ad- 
dresses will lie delivered by President 
Fuunce, of Brown university. Chancel- 
lor Andrews, of the university of Ne- 
braska, and Dean Judsoil, of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago.

Many Guests Meet Death In 
Frenzied Jump From the 
Upper Windows. 



IXMOAI'OI.IS, Minn., Jan. 10.— 
Eight persons dead of suffoca- 
tion or of injuries sustained in 
leaping from a "lire proof" ho- 
tel building a score nf persons injured 
ami a building damaged $25,000 by 
smoke and water is an epitome of tho 
ravages caused by a disaster which he- 
fell the West Hotel, Hennepin avenue 
and Fifth street today, throwing seven 
hundred guests anil employees into a 
panic. The dead: Fire Chief .loan 
iicrwin, . fejl fnjm, tlp> .fourth floor in 
the Fit lh street sidewalk, while at- 
tempting to save a woman's life, W. (I. 
Nicholas, Minneapolis suffocated; Thom- 
as Suinmersviile, Springfield, .Mass., 
suffocated; J. B, Wolf, northwestern 
agent for Sperry and Alexander com- 
pany of New York, suffocated; Clinton 
H. Laliuueny, traveling man, suffocated ; 
.1. 1!. iYiscimrer, Xew York, traveling 
man, jumped from the seventh story; 
Mrs. M. 10. Hodges, Minneapolis, 
jumped from the seventh story and Win. 
Bulck, Xew York, suffocated. 

The tiro started in a packing room 
on the first thior near the elevator. The

Elevator Shaft Caught Fire 
and hunted like tinder. A sheet of 
Hume twenty feet wide mounted the 
shaft to the seventh tloor, carrying an 
immense vollie of smoke, which started 
a panic. 

There was so much smoke that Ihe 
(guests the moment the door was 
opened were compelled to crawl out of 
the windows to avoid suffocation. Many 
were hurt in breaking windows with 
hunds or feet. 

Many persons were not dressed when 
the tin started. The crowd that gath- 
ered saw the high windows at the cor- 
ner of th hotel occupied by men and 
women with bleeding hands and feet 
some in negligee. 

Frantic Cries of "Don't Jump!" 
from spectators prevented most of these 
persons from leaping. The smoke 
spread to most parts of the hotel. Five 
persons were found suffocated ill their 
rooms. 

The excitement was so intense that J. 
I!. Pciseigncr of Xew York and Mrs. 
M. E. I lodges of Minneapolis who were 
in wintlcw ledges near an alley not, be- 
ing encouraged by ihe crowd, leaped 
from the seventh floor to the pavement. 
I'elsigner's clothing caught and he tum- 
bled through ihe air. He struck a 
railing and was out in two. 

An Early Account

rooms is the result of an early morning 
lire in the West hotel. The' blaze broke 
out at 7:30 a. m. in the upper stories of 
i he building anil electrical helis imme- 
diately sounded the alarm in all the 
rooms, many guests who were already 
up escaped down the stairs hut those 
undressed were cut <■ IT by lire and the 
halls tilled witli smoke.

said than Is absolutely necessary. 

First, in regard to the rulings on evi- 
dence. I have gone ever the list of them, 
and am of opinion Unit with very few ex- 
ceptions they are correct, and even where 
1 should be disposed to take a different 
view, they, having regard to the other 
evidence, have no substantial effect on the 
main result, and the appellants have not 
suffered thereby. The otic objection that 
was argued wos certainly one of eonse- I 
tiuencc, bul having regard to the fact tlint | 
the witness' character was and is iin- 
pugned on the ground that he is "a reck- 
less and wilful perjurer" (Intervener's 
Argument, pp. 105-tf), and had been .bribed 
to change his testimony, It was open to 
him to show that Ids material account 
was not "a fabrication of late date" — 
Stnrkle on Evidence (1S3U) ;jo:i; Taylor on 
Kvldenco (1N!>7) par. 1J70; Roseoo's Nisi 
Prliis Evidence (189S) 01-2: I'hlpson on 
Kvhlenee 3rd ed., JBO; It. vs. Coyle (1S55) 
7 Cox, 74; nnd particularly the Irish ease 
of It. vs. Coll (ls.s'.n L. It. Ir. ;U Q. B., 
622. 

Second, as to the testamentary capacity 
of the deceased. There is much contilcling 
evidence on this point, and there are 
charges and counter charges of perjury 
and chicanery against the defendant nnd 
the plaintiff, lint I ii ml it possible to 
reach a satisfactory conclusion without, at- 
taehlng much weight to the testimony of 
cither of thonu which Is fortunate because, 
on Ihe evidence before us, I see little if 
uuytblng to choose between them on the 
question of credibility. I can find no 
valid reason, on the whole mass of evi- 
dence (which, after tac very elnborate ar- 
gument thereon, l do not propose to re- 
view here) for reversing the Hading of the 
learned trial Judge. This subject was re- 
cently ami fully considered by me In a 
very similar, though on lids point, more 
difiieult ctise; I refer lo Mellugh vb. 
IIoolc.v (!.»«) Pi Ii. C, ,-,:;7. It Is oppor- 
tune to noh: hero Unit the report is too 
meagre and omits the full statement of

Third, as lo the domicile of the deceased.

required the residence or rine of the pro- 
prietors to he at San Francisco, l have 
come i" the conclusion that It was nol 
lae lutein ion of ihr deceased lo abandon 
his doinlcll of origin. It is not at all un- 




likely. Indeed, n fair Inference from the 
evidence, thai the longer he was practical- 
ly compelled to live In Unit foreign coun- 
try the less he liked nnd refused to Identi- 
fy hlmseir with its Institutions, and look- 
ed forward to the time when he could re- 
turn to the. In many ways, more congeni- 
al surroundings of the land of his birth and 
of his family, ids ••home." as he often 
referred to- it. Since the recent Judg- 
ment of the IfOUSe of Lords on doinled 
In the Important case of Winnus vs. At- 
torney-General (1904) A. C, 287, It would 
he presumptuous In me to endeavor to add 
to the subject, for, us the Lord Chancel- 
lor says, "the Jaw Is plain that where a 
tlomicll of origin Is proved it lies upon 
tin 1 person who asserts a change of doml- 
,ii to establish II. ami It Is necessary to 
prove that the person who is alleged lo 
have changed his doinlcll- had a fixed and 
determined purpose to make the place of 
his new doinlcll his permnuent home." 
And Lord Mllcuaghten says at p. 201, 
that said burden Is a "heavy" one, and 
quotes the language of of Lord Wostbury, 
that It must he shown "with perfect clear- 
ness and satisfaction." And Lord iMae- 
llllghteu goes on to say that "a change of 
doinlcll Is a serious matter— serious enough 
when the competition Is between the (loml- 
ells both within the ambit of one and the 
same kingdom or country — more serious 
still when one of the two Is altogether 
foreign," as Is- the ease here. 

Applying the above principle to the facts 
before us, the onus has not been dis- 
charged to my satisfaction at least. Many 
other eases were cited, but I only refer 
to That of Capdevllle vs. Capdevllle (IStiO) 
IS W. 107. which Is strongly in favor 
of the respondent; see also ' Attorney-Gen- 
eral vs. Countess de Wablstult (1804) .". 
II. and C„ 37a 

Fourth, as to the execution of the will 
according tu the law of California. This 
raises a difficult and perplexing question, 
and one on which a Judge of another court 
has a natural diffidence in expressing him- 
self. There Is much conflict In Ihe evi- 
dence of the two experts, and II Is difii- 
eult lo satisfactorily reconcile the numer- 
ous authorities that have been riled. The 
best conclusion that 1 have been abb' to 
reach is that there was a substantial com- 
pliance with the essential requirements of 
the law of that state. 

•Fifth, as io undue Influence alleged to 
have been exerted by the defendant In Hie 
procuring of the will, and also of the 
subsequent agreement with Mrs. Alexan- 
der Dunsliuiir. I am of the opinion that 
on the evidence we should not lie warrant- 
ed in disturbing the llndlngs of the learn- 
ed trial Judge on t lies,, [minis. The de- 
fendant clearly Is not In the same position 
lis a beneflelliry, as was the plaintiff in 
.Mellugh vs. Doolcy, supra, who propound- 
ed a will which lie had caused to be pre- 
pared "without tlie Intervention of any 
fa I In worthy witness or anyone capable of 
giving Independent evidence as to the tes- 
tlltor's Intention and instructions." 

At the conclusion of the argument our 
attention was called lo the change In See. 
II of the Wills Act made by the amendment 
of lf)ll2, Cap, 7."{, Sec. 2, where said See. d 
is made, in Its llfth line, to conform to 
the English Wills Act, and read "made or 
acknowledged" instead of "made and ac- 
knowledged," as theretofore. It was ar- 
gued Unit the effect of this amendment, 
as applied tn the evidence before us. was 
that if the will were not valid in California 
It would not he valid here, because If a 
declaration runiiot he made under the Cnll- 
forula law an acknowledgment cannot be 
made under ours. Hut It is unnecessary to 
consider this contention, nor Mr. Davis' 
reply to it, because of the opinion already 
expressed that it was duly executed ac- 
cording to California law. Hut It Is not 
out of place to remark that the attesta- 
tion clause states Hint the will was "sign- 
ed by the testator as and for his last will 
and testament," etc., which In this re- 
spect follows the form given in Hayes «t 
.larinan Concise Forms of Wills ( 1S1IS) as 
.being a compliance with all the essential 
requirements of the statute; pp. (no- 
tice) 12S, 484, I'm. 

It follows from all Ihe foregoing that 
Mie appeal should lie dismissed with costs.
